S e a t t l e, W. T., October 2.—D. W . 
Gilman, Vice-President of the Puget 
Sound Construction Company, offi­ 
cially announces th at a contract for 
the second forty miles of the Seattle, 
Lake Shore and Eeastern Railway was 
let to-day to Geo. W. Hunt, of Port­ 
land. This will take the road to the 
summit of the Cascade mountains. 
The management expects to have an 
additional 250 miles under contract 
within a few m onths, and the inten­ 
tion is to have the entire mileage to 
the eastern boundary of the Territory 
completed and in operation by the 1st 
of October of pext year. 
Plans for the new depot of the Seat­ 
tle, Lake Shore and Eastern Railway 
have been received. 
Piles for the su­ 
perstructure are now’ being driven, 
and the erection of the building will 
be commenced this month. It will be 
completed by Jartuary 1st. It will be 
the handsomest railway station in the 
Northwest, about 400 feet long and 70 
feet wide, occupying the entire space 
between Mill and Columbia streets. 
The building will be two stories, the 
upper part being devoted to the offices 
oi the company.

P o r t l a n d , O r., October 3 .—It is 
learned that the disease known as 
“ Black Leg” has made its appear­ 
ance among cattle in certain portions 
of Baker county, Oregon.' 
Several 
large stockmen have lost 
a great 
many head already. 
The disease 
principally attacks young, fat cattle, 
older ones generally escaping. 
Active 
steps have been taken to arrest the 
progress of the disease. 
Thus far no clue whatever has been 
discovered as to the identity of the 
two men Who robbed the stage a few 
days ago near Auburn, Oregon. De­ 
tectives have been ou the ground, but 
the robbers observed such precautions 
as to bailie the most skillful. Both 
men were completely masked and 
had gunny-sacks wrapped around their 
legs and feet. The stage driver und 
passengers could not possibly identify 
the highwaymen, and it was found to 
be equally impossible to track them. 
Several trained bloodhounds 
were 
used, but the track had become so cold 
th at even their cunning could not lift 
the trail. 
Detectives have not been able yet 
to discover the slightest clue to the 
burglars who blew opeu the safe of 
the Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company at Colfax, Washington Ter­ 
ritory, a few days ago, and got away 
with $2000. A careful scrutiny prom­ 
ises to show th a t the robbery was 
committed by experienced “ cracks­ 
m en,” who must also have been ac­ 
quainted with the building.

change his clothes. As soon as the 
two men got into the bedroom Mc­ 
Graw shot at Campbell three times, 
one ball taking effect within three 
inches of the heart. 
Campbell ran 
out into another part of the house, and 
when the neighbors arrived 
they 
found him lying on the kitchen floor, 
with his head in his wife’s lap. 
He 
was carried into the front room, and 
died in a few minutes. After thus 
killing 
his 
best 
friend, McGraw 
rushed out the back door and shot 
himself through the head, dying in­ 
stantly. 
McGraw was single, and 
from New York. Campbell leaves a 
wife and three children, and was 
origiuully from Vermont.

W a s h in g t o n , October 2.—In the 
case of Martin Van wig vs. Alfred A. 
Duncansón and the Southern Pacific 
Company, the Acting Secretary m odi­ 
fied the decision of the Commissioner. 
The land involved is in section 23, 
township 2 south, range 7 west, San 
Bernardino meridian, Los Angeles, 
California. Application by Vauwig to 
take a Timber Culture entry was re­ 
jected by the local land officers on the 
ground that the laud was within tho 
limits of the railroad grant, and Dun- 
canson’s application to enter the land 
under the Homestead Law was re­ 
jected for the same reason.

S an F ra n c is c o , October 2 .—General 
Howard declines to talk on th e subject 
of the removal of the Mohave-Apache 
Indians from San Carlos reservation 
in Arizona to a m ilitary reservation 
adjoining Verde Valley. 
An article 
on this subject appeared in a local 
paper to-day in connection with a 
letter written by General Miles to 
General O. O. H oward; and the ob­ 
ject in calling on the latter to-day was 
to get his opinion of General Miles’ 
letter, 
as 
well as his views on 
the proper disposition of the Indians 
who have proven so troublesome in 
Arizona. In his letter General Miles 
fitfvored the removal of the Mohave- 
Apaches. 
Likewise 
he 
thought 
that 
it 
was 
better 
to 
have 
the 
5000 
Indians now 
at 
San 
Carlos reservation divided up and 
moved to two, three, or four different 
military reservations. 
General How­ 
ard thought the letter good in many 
respects, but preferred not to particu­ 
larize as he had not received it as yet.

When we come to the laws which 
deal with classes we are apt to think 
them somewhat different in nature 
from those which deal with individu­ 
als, and to attribute to them some 
mystic power of demanding obedi­ 
ence. 
We call them inexorable, and 
so they arc. 
It is also in inex­ 
orable law th at if we place fire and 
gunpowder together they will explode. 
That is why when we do not want an 
explosion we do not put them together. 
Now, what is the inexorable economi­ 
cal law about cheap buying? W hat, 
in other words, will be the inevitable 
consequences if we buy in the cheap­ 
est market? The law is this: W here 
buyers 
give 
the 
lowest 
price 
they 
can 
employers 
will try to 
produce at the lowest price they CAn, 
and the wages of the worker will tend 
to the lowest point at which it is pos­ 
sible for him to live. 
And the desire 
to take much and to give little, upon 
w hich this law rests, is a deeply-rooted 
principle of human nature. That is 
the very reason why we are bound to 
guard against it, in ourselves and in 
others, for ourselves and for others. 
But this dasire is not the only element 
of our nature, and it is controlled in 
scores of instance already by other 
motives. 
We do not, for instance, 
give the least we can and take the 
most we can from our domestic ser­ 
vants. 
A gradual change in public 
opinion has made ub feel it b o shocking 
that it would be virtually impossible 
to starve or to m altreat a servant un­ 
der our own roof. 
We could not en­ 
dure to Bee our housemaid shivering 
in rags or pinched with 
hunger. 
Moreover, public feeling would make 
it a disgrace to do so. 
Yet many a 
lady who would be horrified at the 
notion 
of 
keeping 
her 
servant 
short of food kee]>s her charwoman 
short of it 
by 
paying 
her 
no 
more than 18d a day. The cfinrwoman 
who gets five days’ work in every 
week is an exceedingly fortunate wo­ 
man ; but the lady wHo employs her 
does not see with her own eyes what it 
means never to earn more than 7s 6d 
per week, and pays at that rate with­ 
out self-reproach. Human feeling has 
so far softened that we cannot bear to 
witness suffering; we are advancing to 
the point of feeling pain when the ex­ 
istence of unseen suffering is brought 
home to u s; but we have not yet come 
so far as to be unable to forget the 
existence 
of 
suffering. 
B ut 
it 
surely 
is 
not 
very 
Utopian 
to hope th a t sympathy jpay 
go 
on developing 
side by side with 
the growing desire for justice to all 
men, until it forms an effective check 
upon the savage instinct to take as 
much as we can. There are already 
some individuals in whom this point 
has been reached.—[Longman’s Maga­ 
zine. J

GOLD MINING. 


The 
Yukon 
Region 
in 
Alaska. 


A 
RICH 
ARIZONA 
FIND. 


M iners on Forty-M ile C reek, A l­ 
aska, Wash Ont 26 Onnees— 
Blue M ountains, A rizona. 


V ic to r ia , B. C., October 2.—The 
Idaho arrived from 8itka last evening, 
having on board a number of minera 
from the Yukon region, all of whom 
have from $500 to $2000, as the result 
of the season's 
work. 
From the 
Alaska F ue Pun* of the 17th Septem­ 
ber the following news of Yukon 
mines is extracted: 
The generul formation on the upper 
Yukon, is slate, lime and porphyry. 
In this formation many veins of gold 
and silver-bearing quartz have teen 
found, but as yet they remain unno­ 
ticed by miners, and they have rarely 
taken the trouble to break open a 
piece of quartz to examine it. 
Quarts 
carrying an abundance of free gold 
was picked up this summer on Forty- 
Mile creek, but its source is as yet not 
discovered—iu fact unprospected for— 
rich 
gravel 
bars 
alone 
being 
the 
attraction. 
In 
some 
places 
these 
latter 
are 
indeed 
rich, 
some miners during this summer hav­ 
ing rocked out as high os thirteen 
ounces in a day a t the new diggings 
on Forty-Mile creek. 
All the way 
from $10 to thirteen ounces per day 
for each man, all very coarse gola, 
the market price in Juneau of which 
is about $17 per ounce. Two nuggets 
were washed out of $15 and $32 value. 
It is estimated th a t in the neighbor­ 
hood of $100,000 were washed out of 
these diggings this summer. All tbe 
miners with the exception of those 
who did no washing to speak of, but 
spent their time prospecting, rocked 
out 
from 
$400 
to 
$2000 
in 
dust. 
This 
gold 
was 
mainly 
taken out of creek beds and very near 
to running w ater; for in no case conld 
the miners wash further hack th»w 
four feet into the gravel banks on ac­ 
count of encountering hard - fresen 
ground. Gold rather lies in bunches 
than otherwise. 
As one miner in­ 
formed us, several shovels of dirt 
could, be taken up which would con­ 
tain nothing b ut a few colors, while 
another would yield perhaps an ounce. 
The richest deposits lay behind boul­ 
ders and drifts. On one bar three men 
had rocked out on the 25th day of 
July twenty-six ounces, which can be 
considered as the extent of the wash­ 
ing season. 
High waters are a draw­ 
back in the early spring and streams 
commence to freeze up about the 1st 
of October. 
• 
FORTY MILE CREEK. 
The new diggings on Forty-Mile 
creek were first discovered late last 
fall by a man named Franklin, and 
ujion his report of the discovery of 
coarse gold there, miners on the Stew­ 
art and Salmon rivers pulled out for 
that section, and soon nearly 300 men 
were on the ground—in fact Forty- 
Mile creek was the objective point of 
all who have gone on to Yukon this 
season. 
This 
stream 
empties 
into 
the 
Yukon 
river 
about 
hundred 
miles 
below 
Fort 
Reliance, having its source in the 
Alaskan range of mountains on the 
cast divide and to the east of Mount 
St. Elias, and the headwaters of Cop­ 
per river. Running from Copper riv^p 
to the east is un immeth** coppér belt 
sixty miles wide, and it has teen 
traced over the divide a hundred 
miles. The diggings on Forty-Mile 
commence about three miles up from 
the mouth, and are continuous for 
ninety miles up as far an this sum­ 
m er’s explorations extended. 
Several 
of tho small tributaries putting' into 
the main stream were somewhat ex­ 
plored and found to bo rich, but the 
gcarcity of water in them for washing 
is a prevailing drawback. Bars worked 
along the mam stream yielded well.

T he pulpit of the First Presbyterian 
«horuh was Ailed yesterday morning 
b y Rev. W. C. Cattell, of Philadel­ 
phia. secretary of the Presbyterian 
Board of M inisterial Relief. Dr. C at­ 
tail began w ith a brief sketch of the 
growth and aim of the Board of 
Relief, 
and 
then dwelt upon its 
methods of administration, em pha­ 
sizing constantly the sacred obligation 
resting on the church to provide for 
those who had grown old in its ser­ 
vice. 
The burden of the address w as con­ 
tained in the thought that aid should 
be given to th e aged or disabled m in­ 
ister, not as chanty or alms, but be­ 
cause he bad earned it. 
He portrayed 
the striking contrast between the wa; 
the NatJon cares for its servants an< 
the way in which the church had 
cared for hers. Were the judges of all 
oar Federal Courts, were all the offi­ 
cers of our arm y and navy retired on 
pensions because they were poor and 
needed help? 
No, it was because 
thev deserved this recognition of their 
faithful service at the hands of those 
to whom they devoted their life’s 
work. 
So it should be with the 
church. The veterans of the Cross, 
those who had borne the heat and 
burden of the day in self denying 
labors, ought not to be forgotten in 
their old age. 
Many of them in en­ 
tering the ministry had sacraficed 
bright prospects 
in other callinp" 
which had been open to them. 
1 
leave euob m en penniless in their old 
ag e and dependent on charity was as 
unjust as it was cruel. 
Enlarging further upon this point, 
Doctor Cattell spoke of the natural 
shrinking of the cultivated, educated 
ministers, from asking for aid after 
they become too old for service. 
It 
deeply wounds them, not only to be 
regarded as objects of charity, but 
th « t they should be compelled to 
come before the Presbytory, to make 
bare their poverty and to ask for aid. 
Could not the church spare its hon­ 
ored servants such a burden as this? 
They had enough to do already in 
their bare and comfortless homes, and 
it should be a great joy to God’s peo­ 
ple if they could lift any portion of 
this burden from the shoulders of 
those who had given their lives to 
lifting burdens from others. 
Dr. Cattell then dwelt upon the rea­ 
sons why m any ministers needed aid, 
•specially in their old age. 
He in­ 
sisted that it was not owing to any 
lack of economy or of prudence, or 
even of 
foresight. 
The 
average 
Presbyterian 
clergyman 
does not 
receive the pay of a mechanic, many 
of them not more than that of an 
skilled day laborer. And there were 
eocial claims on clergymen requirini 
expenditures which men iu other call 
ings, with such small incomes, would 
not think of making. W ith such hin- 
deranees to saving and with such 
small salaries, there was practically no 
chance for clergymen to lay up any­ 
thing for sickness or for old age, or for 
the families often left destitute by their 
death. Then, too, the private mem­ 
ber of the church often had ways of 
snpplementing a small income which 
were denied a minister because of his 
sacred calling. People ordinarily lose 
confidence in a minister who is intent 
upon plans for making money, and no 
one, he contended, would* sooner elim­ 
inate from their lives the idea and as­ 
sociations of money getting or chasinj 
after wealth than the minister devote< 
to his sacred duties. 
Therefore the obligation to keep 
them from want in their old age or 
when prostrated by sickness was all 
the greater upon those whom the^ 
had served. 
In fact the faithful min­ 
ister should be regarded by the church 
in the way parents are regarded by 
filial piety. 
Surely it is no charity 
for children to help their parents, 
when the infirmities of old age inca­ 
pacitate them for further work. 
It is 
a privilege rather than a duty, and 
one to be discharged with grateful 
alacrit). 
Why should not the “ fath­ 
ers” oÍ the church be likewise cared 
for as gladly and gratefully, and their 
minds relieved tram all care and 
anxiety, at least as to the necessities 
of life'. W hy should the homes of 
these scholarly men and cultured 
women be darkened as they often are 
by cruel and bitter want, sharpened 
too by the memory of other and hap­ 
pier days when in the vigor of their 
years the pastor and his wife wrought 
in the blessed work of the gospel they 
loved so well ? 
Doctor Cattell then said th at the 
church is apt to forget how' many of 
these blessed old ministers are now 
dependent on the church for even the 
common comforts of life. The Doctor 
was daily in receipt of pathetic letters, 
some of them too pitiful to be made 
C 
blie. These letters came to him 
bly written with trembling hands 
on sick beds, or dictated with faltering 
lips. Some of them he had printed, 
suppressing,of course, the names of 
the writers, and these letters had 
seemed to most people really incredi­ 
ble. The printed page, however, does 
not show the tear blots and the trem ­ 
ulous hand writipg that reveal the 
heart suffering of the men and women 
who write them. 
The IXictor then read some of the 
touching appeals that had been made 
to hffh. 
He referred also to the case 
which he published in The Church of 
May last. 
More than thirty years ago 
lie knew the writer, then a minister in 
the vigor of early manhood, and with 
all the hope and enthusiasm of liis 
sacred work. It was, therefore, with 
peculiar and touching interest he read 
the letter written to him last April by 
this scholarly man, and of which lie 
had printed the following extract: 
“ We have nothing to live upon, 
only as a dollar comes in at an unex­ 
pected moment. 
I only write to ask 
if some one cannot be found who 
would be willing to assist in keeping 
the wolf from th*\ door. We do not 
need anything in the way of clothing, 
but we are often hungry. When I 
look at my wife, now nearly 60 years 
old, bending over the w'ash-tub, with­ 
out even the help of a wringer, my 
heart sinks within me. 
I would sell 
m y books to supply the w ant, but I 
could not do that to advantage. 
If 
you know of any one who would be 
willing to aid us in this dark hour, it 
would be a great relief. 
I write of 
necessity and for you alone. 
1 hail 
hoped this would not be my lot. If I 
do wrong in writing this note, forgive 
me. 
1 am not asking for large aid 
but for th a t to m eet my necessities. I 
hope it will not always be this way.” 
Of course he had only to show this 
latter to a few friends, and a sum of 
money, sufficient to relieve such press­ 
ing wants, soon found its wav to this 
liare and comfortless home. But there 
ere many other such homes of honored 
Presbyterian ministers, who in their 
eld age need help to keep the wolf 
from the door. 
tiume had frankly said t) him that 
•uch letters must be written by per­ 


sons rendered m orbid by long sick­ 
ness, or by those who were in their 
second childhood, end he would point 
them to esses brought to his notice 
by neighboring pastors, who well 
knew whereof they wrote. 
One of 
these, from a member of the last 
Assembly, he had recently published. 
This pastor, referring to an aged 
m inister who lived near him , w rites: 
‘He was one of the first to preach 
the gospel in the Territory of Wiscon­ 
sin, wherever the way was made open 
for lura, in log houses, in the woods, 
or in country school-houses. He came 
here a young m an, with a lovely 
Christian wife, from Ohio, and lived 
in a log house on a Government home­ 
stead, laboring for his Master year by 
year, when the people were poor and 
the Board of Home Missions only able 
to supplement the missionary’s salary 
to reach $300 or $400 per year; he 
struggled along with an increasing 
family, with sickness and death of 
two of his children, and still held un 
thft standard of the cross, though a.l 
things seemed to be against him. 
“ He is now compelled to ask for 
help; he is poor and old, and his fam­ 
ily are needy. 
He is living in the 
same old log-house that sheltered him 
forty yeare ago—only four little rooms 
and too cold und uncomfortable for 
an honored minister of the Presbyter­ 
ian Church, The house is 
scarcely 
fit for the shelter of cattle. 
His place 
is mortgaged. The crops he tried to 
raise last year were poor. His wife is 
thin and worn out with despondency 
and debt and looks as though she 
would soon die of consumption. 
His 
two youug «laughters are in wretched 
health, and require the care of a doc­ 
tor. 
His eldest daughter has been an 
invalid for five years with a spinal 
disease. ’ ’ 
Doctor Cattell then gave a sketch of 
the work of the board during the past 
year in its blessed 
ministry to re­ 
lieve these homes. 
The number on 
their roll from April 11, 1886, to April 
1887, was 532, which, with the 30 
families provided for in the Ministers’ 
Home at Perth Amboy, N. J ., made a 
total of 562 families, containing about 
2000 persons. The whole amount ex­ 
pended during the year in appropria­ 
tions for these 
families was only 
$109,105, or an average to each family 
of less than $200. 
“ Cannot the Pres­ 
byterian Church,” he asked, “ do bet­ 
ter than this for the faithful men 
worn out in its service ?” 
The contributions to this sacred 
cause from the Synod in California 
had increased of late, but they were 
still far below w hat would naturally

disabled ministers found within their 
own bounds, and recommended by 
their own Presbyteries. Lost year, as 
the report of the Board to the last 
General Assembly shows, the churches 
in California paid into the treasury 
$1,386, and drew out for th e support 
of their own aged and sick ministers 
nearly twice that sum. To be sure, 
this was an improvement on the year 
before, when all the churches in this 
synod contributed only $847, and 
drew out nearly three tim es what 
they paid in. 
In that year the Pres­ 
bytery of Los Angeles headed the list 
in the amount of contributions made, 
but even these contributions through­ 
out the entire Presbytery footed np 
less than $200. 
The doctor expressed the conviction 
that when the Presbyterians of the 
Pacific coast were better informed on 
the subject they would not only sup­ 
port all the disabled ministers within 
the bonds of their synod, but would 
help the poorer synods to take care of 
theirs. He knew that the elders had 
taken hold of th e matter, and from 
their active and stirring agency the 
success of this great and sacred work 
in California coaid not be doubted. 
Doctor Cattell concluded his ad­ 
dress by referring to the movement 
undertaken by thecom m itte appointed 
by the General Assembly to arrange 
for a proper celebration of this “ Cen­ 
tennial Year.” This movement was 
to raise one million of dollars as a 
Permanent Endowment Fund, from 
which annuties of two or three hundred 
dollars could be secured for every 
minister who, having served the Pres­ 
byterian Church in the pastorate or 
on Mission fields for forty or fifty 
years, had in his old age retired by 
Presbytery from the active duties of 
the ministry. These venerable men 
cannot any longer earn a support in 
the exercise of their sacred callings, 
and they are too old to learn other 
ways of making a living, even if they 
have the strength. 
Why should not 
the great and wealthy Presbyterian 
Church, which they have so faithfully 
served and on such inadequate sala­ 
ries “ honorably retire” these veterans 
upon a modest pension? These pen­ 
sions, or annuities, he confessed could 
never be paid out of the annual con­ 
tributions to the Board. These would 
all be needed for other ministers, 
broken down in the midst of their 
years and for the dependent widows 
and orphans of those who had died in 
the field. 
And could this great sum be raised ? 
It certainly could be raised if the 
children of Light were as wise in their 
generation as the children of this 
world, who set an example to the 
Church of what should be done for 
the comfort in old age of the worn out 
in faithful service. Many corpora­ 
tions and business men and govern­ 
ments make ample and honorable pro­ 
vision for their worn out servants. 
He cited the example of the proprie­ 
tor of the great store in Paris, the Bon 
Marché, who last year gave this same 
sum of one million of dollars to the 
fund which provides annuities for 
those grown old in its service, and 
asked, “ are there not wealthy Presby­ 
terians who will consecrate a liberal 
share of their wealth to the sacred 
object of providing such an annuity 
fund for those worn out in the service 
of the Church?” 
, 
He read a letter which he had just 
received before leaving homo from a 
gentleman in the Eaat, pledging $10,­ 
000 as a beginning. 
Here in Califor­ 
nia God has given plenty wealth to 
some of his people, and while all 
should give to tnis fund according to 
their ability, he appealed to these 
wealthy persons for large aid. 
Doubtless there will be much en­ 
thusiasm awakened among Presbyter­ 
ians this year, commemorating the 
centennial of the general assembly of 
the church. W hat nobler memorial 
could be reared by Presbyterians than 
such a fund, designed to provide some 
comforts for the old age of the labor­ 
ious, self-denying and ill-paid minis­ 
ters, through whom mainly the glor­ 
ious history of the last hundred years 
of the Presbyterian Church in Amer­ 
ica has been wrought?

A D uel B etw ecu T w o P lant*. 
Some time ago my pupils were much 
interested in finding what they not 
inappropriately termed a 
hand-to- 
hand conflict between a 
sumach 
(Rhustyphina) and a climbing bitter 
sweet (Celastrus scandens). 
Judging 
from appearance when found, the su 
rnach was about two inches in diam­ 
eter when the bitter sweet first wound 
its coils about it. 
As the growth of 
each proceeded, these toils became 
tighter and tighter, cutting into and 
through the bark and growing layer of 
the sumach until it seemed to be 
threatened with strangulation. 
It 
was 
not, 
however, 
to 
be 
easily 
vanquished. 
It 
resolutely 
kept 
up 
its 
manufacture 
of 
new material, which, owing to the 
tight embrace of the vine, had to be 
disturbed along a spiral line immedi­ 
ately above the coils. Just below the 
coils the supply appeared to be cut off 
as the trunk was then aliriveiled and 
in most places dead. Although rend­ 
ered unsightly, the tqpe presented the 
curious features of having two spirals, 
one of living, growing, the other of 
dead and decaying material wound 
about its heart-wood, so that the whole 
resembled a huge auger. To avenge 
this ueformity, the sumach proceeded 
to push its new growth out above and 
over the coils of the vine until at 
one place it had completely encom­ 
passed il. 
The vine, in turn, was so 
tightly squeezed as to be cut off from 
communication with the ground, and 
below this point but little life remain­ 
ed. 
Victory now seemed within the 
grasp of the sumach. The vine, how­ 
ever, in its last extremity, now united 
itself with the growing layer of the 
sumach, and thus literally drew from 
the camp of the enemy whatever &up- 
E 
lies were needed to keep its top 
right and thrifty. At this stage the 
conflict was cut short by the axe of the 
collector, and the combatants, locked 
in each other’s arms, were laid away 
among the curio.-ities of a museum.— 
[Journal of Agriculture.

R ot. F ath er ftcannell’a Serm on at 
th e Cathedral, 
Rev. Father Scannell delivered the 
following sermon on the solemnity of 
the Rosary yesterday morning at the 
Cathedral 
“ And the angel said to her, Hail 
full of grace." Luke clV., 28. 
The 
festival of the solemnity of the rosary 
was instituted to commemorate the 
victory of the Christians over the 
Franks at the ba' tie of Lepante in the 
year 1571. Gregory ordered that a 
solemn festival should be kept every 
year on the first Sunday of October, 
the day on which the victory was won, 
which the Pope ordered a public pro­ 
cess5 j i i and recitation of the Rosary 
fo. the success of the Christians. The 
origin of the Rosary as it is at present 
dates to the time of St. Rominic in the 
Twelfth century. He introduced it, un­ 
der an inspiration from Heaven, to 
counteract the errors and impieties of 
the Albigensian heresy, which denied 
the virginity of Mary, mother of God, 
and by implication denied also the 
mystery of the incarnation. 
As the 
Angelical 
salutation 
inaugu­ 
rated 
the 
Incarnation, 
and 
revealed 
the 
coming redemption 
so the repetition of the same saluta­ 
tion would awaken belief and per­ 
petuate it in the minds of the people. 
The devotion met with extraordinary 
success, so that over 100,000 heretics 
and many of the lukewarm and indif­ 
ferent were converted and brought to a 
better harvest. 
From this tiiffc the 
Devotion of the Rosary has been 
styled, “ a singular protection against 
Heresy and Vice.” 
The devotion consists in repeating 
a certain number of times the Lord’s 
Prayer, the angelical salutation and 
the doxology, while we meditate on 
the beauties of Christ’s life 
and 
death. This is what St. Domimc did. 
H e taught the 
people to mediate 
while praying and to join the two 
most 
beautiful 
prayers 
that lips 
can utter, 
with 
the 
considera­ 
tion of mysteeirs, the most august 
and proper to touch 
the 
heart. 
The Angelical Salutation lias been 
repeated as a practice in the Church 
from the early centuries. The Church 
loved by Christ, says St. Bernard in 
the twelfth century, and ever exulting 
in the remembrance of its joy, keeps 
up the custom of repeating this saluta­ 
tion. 
We know, however, th at the 
dignity and prerogatives of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary became more dignified by 
the condemnation of Nestorianism at 
the Council of Ephesus in 481, so ven­ 
eration and devotion to the M other of 
God became more pronounced and 
widespread. Jiestoriou* taught there 
were twb persons in Christ, one of 
man, the other of God, and that the 
Blessed Virgin Mary was not the 
mother of Goa, but the mother of the 
man Christ. This doctrine destroyed 
the mystery of the incarnation, the 
divinity of Christ and the divine ma­ 
ternity of Mary. The Catholic church 
called the bishops together at Ephesus, 
where they declaftd Anathema against 
those errors and proclaimed the divin­ 
ity of Christ and that Mary is, there­ 
fore, mother of God. 
The first Canon 
reads: “ If any one shall not confess 
that Emanuel is truly God, and that 
therefore the Blessed Virgin Mary is 
the mother of God, since she brought 
forth the word of (rod, made flesh, as 
it is written, the Word was made 
flesh and dwelt aniongt us; let him be 
A nathem a.” The people of Ephesus 
besieged the church doors where the 
council was held, anxiously awaiting 
the decision. W hen it was announced 
they became enthusiastic in their 
demonstrations of joy and made the 
air resound with the name and praises 
of the Mother of God, when the prac­ 
tice began to obtain of saying, “ Holy 
Mary, Mother of God, pray for us 
sinners!” 
The Greek Oriental Church which 
is coextensive with the empire of Rus­ 
sia and some adjacent provinces, and 
which was united with the Roman 
Catholic Church for *t least the first 
ten centuries, agrees with us in the 
veneration and devotion we give to 
the mother of God. 
We therefore 
find ourselves to-day in harm ony with 
the teachings and’ practices of the 
earl*' Christian centuries on the sub­ 
ject of the culture and devotion paid 
to the Blessed Virgin Mary. 
In the 
middle of the fifth century, says Car­ 
dinal Newman, I found Christendom 
of the sixteenth and and nineteenth 
reflected. 
The principles and prac­ 
tices of the church now were those of 
the church then. 
It was like a spirit 
rising from the troubled waters of the 
old world with the shape and linea­ 
ments of the new. 
# 
Protestants alone reject the pious 
practices of veneration and honor to 
the mother of God. 
They style her 
the mother of Christ, “ Christolokos” 
using the language of the Heresiarch 
Nestorus, rather than “ M other of 
God.” 
“Theotokos” after the lan­ 
guage of the Council of Ephesus. 
But Protestants have rejected “ Tra­ 
dition" as one of the sources of divine 
truth and practice and from the na­ 
ture of their system became unable 
to understand or explain the sacred 
Scriptures. Denial of the living au­ 
thority of the church as by Christ 
appointed, and the substitution in its 
stead of the supremacy of individual 
judgment, m ust necessarily lead to a 
vague and incorrect estimate and un­ 
derstanding of revelation. Take from 
the State a living sovereign power, 
and leave for m an’s guidance the 
written laws of the realm, and you will 
speedily have anarchy and the des­ 
truction 
of 
the 
Commonwealth, 
A likely ruin must we see in the 
world of truth and religion, if we re­ 
tain only the Bible, th at is, the letter 
of the law, which we may interpret as 
wc please, and where each one may 
erect a tribunal for himself when he 
becomes the arbiter of his own belief. 
Like the Jews of old, who cried out, 
"The temple of God! The temple of 
God!” teachers of Protestantism used 
to cry out “ The Bible! the Bible!” 
Now’ we see Protestant clergymen 
treating the Bible as if it were a work 
of fiction, which contains some moral 
truth, as many a novel or romance 
does; but false and ridiculously ab­ 
surd in its foreign narratives. They 
may now deny without let of hindrance 
baptismal regeneration and the eter­ 
nity of punishment, and hold vague 
and dubious opinions on the mystery 
of the incarnation and diety of Christ, 
so th at Chillingsworth’s large rule of 
faith has trium phed, “ To think what 
you wish to and speak what you think.’ 
Many may and do persevere on 
simple and sincere belief of the truth 
of their sect, but reason works si­ 
lently and irresistibly on generations, 
and ultimately reveals the absurdity 
and inconsistency of a faith wliich has 
no foundation. 
The innovators of the sixteenth cen­ 
tury, “ says Bossuet,” rushed to re­ 
strain the’ minds of men within the 
limits of scripture, yet os each indi­ 
vidual was constituted to believe that 
the Holy Ghost would discover to 
him its meaning, it was easily 
soen that by this unbridled U 


while some would hold their reveries 
for inspirations, others not able to 
recognize the majesty of religion torn 
asunder by so many sects would seek 
a fatal repose and complete indepen­ 
dence in indifference to all religion #r 
in Atheism. 
, 
But an immense change is taking 
place in the Protestant mind. 
There 
was a time when Protestants seemed 
to know nothing of tneir religion, but 
its protests and denials from which 
they took their name. They must not 
believe in the l'oi»e or in the real pres­ 
ence ; they must not venerate the Vir­ 
gin or reverence the sign of the Cross. 
It is otherwise now; that large mass 
of Catholic truth, which survives in 
their sects, now occupies the m inds of 
those who do not lean to infidelity. 
We know that truth begets truth, and 
that the whole Catholic dogma is to 
be linked together; that when one 
part of it is clearly apprehended, it 
necessitates for the reasoning mind 
belief in the rest. 
_ 
No one can believe as he ought in 
in the incarnation of Christ and not 
honor his Blessed Mother. 
No one 
can believe as lie ought and not feel a 
certain reverence for the Cross, the 
symbol of redemption. 
We see this 
mental process gradually going for­ 
ward and leading many a soul to the 
Catholic church. 
In Kngland we have 
already witnesssd in the present cen­ 
tury, the most extraordinary phenom­ 
ena that th e religious life presents, a 
spontaneous growth of Catholic faith 
in the midst of an heretical commun­ 
ion. 
Wo have seen men who held no in­ 
tercourse with Catholics and who 
openly expressed their hatred of the 
Catholic Church as they understood it, 
gradually grow by study and thought 
and prayer to the full measure of Cath­ 
olic truth. 
Some day, when in their 
walk of life, the embodied form of the 
Church appeared liefore th em ; they 
found the conclusions of their investi­ 
gations coincided with Catholic doc­ 
trine, and to their great amazement, 
that they were Catholics. 
Like those who in childhood were torn 
from a mother’s arms, but whose 
dreain of life was a longing desire to 
see her face again they recognized 
when they saw lier the true Mother 
of their souls, and rushed to her em ­ 
brace. 
Some years ago this move­ 
ment had an imposing, intellectual 
form, when with the silent unruffled 
grandeur of an ocean wave, it» swelled 
up from the depths, and slowly ad­ 
vancing, bore on its crest, the noblest 
minds and truest hearts, that ever 
bowed before the Divine Authority 
of 
the 
Catholic 
Church. 
Such 
men as Newman, Manning, Faber, 
Wilberforcc, W ard, Marquis of Bute, 
Marquis of Ripon, and a host of 
learned eclesiastics and laymen, who 
followed those great leaders. Now the 
the movement is more popular. 
We 
see many zealously striving to restore 
the outward forms of the Catholic 
Church, forms essentially connected 
with her doctrines, and which for the 
multitude used to be the chief distin­ 
guishing works of separation; while 
at the same time literature, 
ar­ 
chitecture 
and 
archaelogy 
are 
making their own converts and multi­ 
plying the paths that lead to unity of 
faith in the one fold, under the one 
shepherd. 
Let us pray that this good 
work inay go on ; Hhat the dissentions 
of the Christian sects shall be no 
more a scandal and an obstacle to the 
conversion of the pagan and infidel, 
that they may be no longer tossed 
about by every kind of doctrine, but 
that all mav meet in the unity of faith 
and in the knowledge of the Son of 
God unto a perfect m an, unto the 
measure .of the age of the fulness of 
Christ. 
Eph. iv, 13. 14.

E lectric W elding. 
The recent application of electricity 
to the welding of iron and steel prem­ 
iaos tobe of great practical importance 
on account of the rapidity and accur­ 
acy of the operation, and the facilities 
it present of localizing the heat to the 
larts to be welded. 
An apparatus il- 
ustrative of this latest of Professor 
Elihh Thomson’s inventions is now- 
being shown in the Newcastle Exlii- 
tion by Messrs. Woodhouse & Rawson 
It consists principally of a transformer, 
the secondary circuit of which contains 
only one turn, and lias a very low re­ 
sistance. The welder, which is fixed 
on a slate base, measuring some 12 
by 
15 
in., 
is 
of 
very 
simple 
construction. 
A 
piece 
of 
stout 
electric 
light 
cable 
about lb i inches in diameter, and 
bent into a single turn 24 inches long, 
forms the secondary coil which pro­ 
duces the welding current. Within 
this is a coil of many turns of No. 14 
insulated copper wire, each turn being 
wound parallel and concentric with 
the single turn of cable. Round these 
two is wound the insulated wire which 
forms the “ core,” if the expression 
be allowed to represent what in reality 
is a coating, hut which magnetically 
acts in the same manner us the core 
of un ordinary induction coil. The 
ends of the primary wire go to a regu: 
luting multiple contact switch, placed 
on a case containing the resisting 
coils 
necessary for regulating the 
operation. Tlie extremities of the thick 
secondary wire terminate in two mas­ 
sive V blocks of brass, in which are 
laid pieces of iron to be welded. Each 
of these blocks is mortised to get a 
similar upper block, which can be 
pressed down by a set-screw on to the 
ron bar, so that the latter is thus held 
firmly in position, with a considerable 
surface of contact. One pair of blocks 
is fixed on the slate base, and the 
other is movable by a set-screw. The 
operation is conducted as follows: The 
iron bars to be welded are fixed in the 
blocks in a straight line with each 
other and their ends almost touching. 
An alternating current—in the pres­ 
ent instant produced from two circuits 
coupled iu parallel, of the alternating 
Gramme machine which supplies the 
Goulard & Gibbs secondary gener­ 
ator—is then switched on to the 
primary coil of the welder, resist­ 
ances if required being included in the 
circuit. The movable contact block is 
now brought up so as to allow the 
ends of the bars to touch, when the 
enormous secondary current passing 
through the junction rapidly raises it 
to a white heat, and a very slight 
pressure, with the addition of a little 
sal-ammoniac to form a flux, com­ 
pletes ilie weld. 
It is stated that five 
seconds are sufficient to weld an iron 
bar of three-eighths of an inch in 
diameter. 
W hen the operation is 
■ompleted, the prim ary current is 
switched off, and the iron bar re- 
_ jved when sufficiently cool. The 
primary current is about 20 amperes 
at 100 volts, producing in the second­ 
ary coil an E. M. F. of from one-half 
to one volt and a current of 2,000 
amperes.— [Industries.

door of the jail. This was taken away 
from him . 
But Morris had other 
keys, both for everything inside of the 
prison and also one by which he 
could regain his liberty at a moment’s 
notice. This w as the key of the pad­ 
lock to the window of the coal cellar. 
No one knew that he had it in his 
possession until yesterday morning, 
when it was discovered that during 
the night Morris had unlocked the 
¡rating shaken from his shoes the 
lust of the County Jail cellar, and 
gone forth into the world 
once 
more. 
It is presumed that he stole a 
lot of the money belonging to prison­ 
ers which was left in his care. 
It is 
positively known, however, that he 
took away with him a lady’s gold 
watch belonging to Constable Aguirre 
which had been entrusted to him to 
paint a miniature on the dial. Morris 
was seen at 1 o’clock on Saturday 
morning by a young man nam ed Tom 
Smith at the New Depot.
